I enclose herewith some draft minutes which briefly state them and 
which, if you approve, could be passed on to the Premier, 

I should, moreover, like to add, which I had no time to do this 
morning, that it seems to me important not to reise the questi.n of cur 
entry into Netherlandiand Luxemburg territorier at^the vety outset, 

On the one hand, especially in order to keep everything secret, 
there is no advantage for us in raising these two questions beforehand, and, 

on the other hand, the entry into Belgium is the best preparation 


for our entry into the Netherlands, of which it forms the first stage, and, 
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lastly, as far as Luxemburg is concernec, its territory, apart from 


covering the industrial centre of Longwy, is of only secondary importance 
for the general conduct of the war, whilst in the early stage Luxemburg 
covers our entry into Belgium, 
It is, of course, obvious that we must be ready to deal with 
two other problems subsequently without delay,

Draft Minutes of the meetin? of the War Committee 
on 9 april 19h0. 


After a rapid examination of the general situation resulting from 
the launching of the German attack on Denmark anc Norway, the following 
was decided: 

Ie The Admiral of the Fleet and Commincer-in-Chief of the Naval

7, 1920. According to the working of the correspondence which passed 
between the two Governments in 1920 and was recorded in Geneva, the 
object of the agrecment of 1920 wes to reinforce the guarantees of peace 
end security resulting fron the League of Ne tions Pect, The agreement estab- 
lishoà the technical directives for nilitery cooperetion between France 
end Belgium in the event of an unprovoked et tock by Germany. 

In 1925 a treety wes concluded et Locarno which embodied the guaran- 


tocs Provided for in 1920 ina nore complete ond prec ise form, The treaty 


Was sienod by tho Presidont of tli Republic snd recej vod tho gesont of the 


Chonbers. 

This treaty represents one of the nost essential elonents of Belgiun's 
international Status,end the obligntions th rein laid down, together with the 
obligations resulting from the Pact of the Leeguo of Nations, ero the only on 


which bind France and Belgium in respect of gurrentees and assistance,

Summary 


Early in 1939, when the British policy of wer sgainst Gorman was 


elrvedy being actively purued, consultations were held in the Belgian 


Senate Committee for Forcign Afisirs in which militery contacts between 
Belgiun end Britein end frence were discussed in great detail. In the ear], 
pert of 1940 no effort was made tc deny that these secret Generel Staff 
conversations were teking placo. Thus, on February 7, the Belgian war 
-inister declered thet "no factor had been left uneccounted for by re- 
sponsible Belgian authorities tc enable the Powers guerantecing the inde- 
pendence of Belziui to fulfill the obligations which they heve solemnly 
undertaken," These guzrentor powers were Germeny, Britain end France. 
However, since Gernany had never been approeched by Beleiun in re- 
gard to Generel Stefr egreenénts, the guarantor powers referred tc by the 
Belgien Wer iünistcr consisted of Britain end France exclusively. The fol- 
lowing dey, February 8, 1940, brought a further confirm tion ef this 
Belgian policy, When Grannans » & Deputy of the Beleien Chamber, demanded 
thet fortificetionse elso be ercciod elong the southern frontier of 
Belgiup he wes i-medietely interrupted by the Ver Minister and the Speaker 
on the grounds thet"he should Sey nothing which might be prejudicial to 
the defense of the country or could be interpreted in > malovolent sense." 
Briefly, the Belgien General Steff, in its efforts to avoid exposing its 
one-eide nilitary podicy against Germany, exercised great cere to conceal 
from the wortd at large tht Selgiun had crected fortifications only 


along the Germen border.

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There is therefore no doubt’ thet General Staff arrangements were made 
years ago between Belgium end France ond Britein - end elso with Hollend. 
Due to the rapid edvance of he German treops, a vast quantity of 
fresh evidence hes fellen into Gorman hends, This evidence, consisting of 

orders, service instructions, maps, etc. , affords clear proof thet not 
only were General Steff egreemt: Breathed betwoon the High Command of 
France, Britein, Belgium end Holland, but, on the basis of these agree— 
ments, orders for all military units were drewn up em hended out to them 
for study. 

The evidence proves beyond doubt that the whole advence of the 
Franco ~ Belgian Army was planned on the basis of intimate cooperation with 


the Belgian Generel Staff.

According to the plan the heavy bombers would fly low over Bel- 
sium and then fly over the Ruhr vasin at top speed almost touching the 
chimneys.

The plan does not provide for the attack to be carried out in 
one blow and in one sin le daye on the contrary, it would have to be con-

by sending out consecutive wa f planes. 
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Every effort would be made daily to complete the destruction carried out 
previously. The penetration flijhts would take place both at night and 
during the day. The population would have no peace at any time. In the 
steady succession of alarms they would have no chance to sleep or work. 
It would be impossible for them to start repairing the Jama.es. 

In other words, the matter in question is not an inprovisation, 
but a plan set up with zreatest care the details of which were all tested 
especially. In the opinion of the British military experts the proposed 
undertaking would bring about far greater damaze than any other plane 


The British High Command, naturally, examined other possibilities such 


as the systematic bombing of the gasoline dumps, air fields etc. However, 


it came to the conclusion that by far the most effective undertaking 
would be the bombing of the Ruhr basin. 
evceseeee Chamberlain insists on a resolution without the: least lóss 

cf ti ^ if the undertaking is to be effective. No minute must be lost on 
discussions. 

The Prine Minister points out that he presented 
details and that his listeners mizht heve the impression that he was per- 
sonally enthusiastic about it. In reality he is convinced that it is a 
very skillfully prepared plan, the success of which seems possibly to 
hin. But at the same time he shudders at the thought of having to give 
the necessary order and hopes that there will never be the necessity to 
do so, 

However well trained and skillful the Enjlish flyers, however 
‘ood and fast their planes may be, the fact cculd not be ovcrlcoked that 
the losses would be very heavy. Of course, they could nct be computed 
in advance, but in the opinion of the experts they would amount to about 


one fifth to half of the assi.ned

Siderations, such as the moral ones, are put aside, it is certain that 
France and Great Britain are not protected against air attacks as well 
as thcy might wish to be. The factories and industrial centers of the 

. there exists no doubt about the fact that the 

Germans would immediately take reprisals. The Prime Minister would like 
to avoid them, The effect of the bombings on the production of air pla- 
nes and munition ,arried out by Germany as reprisals,would certainly be 
considerable. If the Germans themselves be san to attack certain British 
industrial centers by air, it would not be necessary to hesitate in the 
least to answer with the sane neans ; however, it is a different matter 
to initiate such war fare oneself. 
Obviously, it would be impossible to avoid the loss of human life anong 
the civilian population, however low the planes would fly and however 
accurately they would drop their bombs. This would be exploited to the 
utnost by the German propaganda, althouzh the Germans had themselves per- 


petrated worse thin;s. 
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Nevertheless, the Prime ‘inister remains disturbed at the thou-ht of 
what effect on the neutral countries and, particularly, cn the United 
States the German propa j;anda may have which would point to the allies 
as the first ones to have started bombing the civilian population.
